page 11). It must be hidependently usable as a rideable element (pangnqsh begbniqg on 
bottom of page 7 and coutmuhig on page 8). A second section constitutes the fhsebge m 
tail section of the product and is independeatfy usable as a surftoaid or ski (surfboard- 
like fitsetege or tail section or portion 14 - FSgs. 1, 2, 4 & S; 2^ paragraph, page 7 of 
Seccmd Substitute S^pedfication; paragra^ begfammg on bottom of page 9 and 
continumg on page 10, and the next paragr^h). 

Cteim 28 is directed to a board usable as a fiisetege or tail seetiooi (jEbselage or tail 
section 14 - Figa 1, 2, 4, ftS; paragraph beghming on bottom ofpage 9 and contmning 
on page 10, and the next paragraph) of a fecreati^mal product for sirmmimg oa. water and 
flying through the air aerodynamically and usable mdependently as a sorflNiaid or ski 
The board comprises a generally thin and flat elongated portion, a wider rear eaid on the 
elongated poIt^(n^ and fliin fins 48 extending iq)wardly when iised as a ski and 
downwardly when used as a surfl)oard(Fig. 4; first sentoice, test paragraph, page 9) and 
longitudinally (Fig. 4; second sentence, test paragraph, page 9) bom a surftce of the 
wider rear end and that are upwardly is*en the board is attached to the recreatkmal 
product for aiding cnitiol when flie product is in motion aerodynamically. 

Claim 34 is directed to a device con^iishig a thhi, wide body (wing 12- F^gs. 1, 
3, 4 & 5; 2!^ paragraph, page 7 of Second Substitute Spedfication) usable as an 
aerodynamically-sopporting whig of a watetbome and airborne recreational vehicle and 
mdependently as a rideable elem^. It comprises a central fifoat end portion (central 
fitmt end 38 - Figs. 1,3,4&5; 2^ paragrq>h of page 9), a wide rearward portion, and a 
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G&absl reanvaid p<»tiiHi havmg e rearwaid &dng opening (reaiwaid fedng opening or 
sodcet 16 - ng. 3) for receiving an sttaduaeot fwdedttg 
recreational vehicle 10 (Figs. 1, 4 & 5). 

Caaini 38 is directed to 8 rider leoeatianalproAifit 10 (Fig. 1,4. &5)liaviqga 
wing 12 and a foselage or tail section 14 for damming on water and flying throu^ the air 
aoodynamically (last sentrace, last pangraph, page 8; sentence beginnmg in last line (m 
page 10, thioogh last sentence in first foil paragraph on page 1 1 ) and separable into two 
sections, ft conyrises a first section conrtitating the wing 1 2 of die product and deriving 
its M in flight fix>m forces resulting fixmi its nnotion throosjh ai^ 
as a lideable elemeot, and a second section 14 consttaifiiigthe fiiselage or tail section of 
tiie product and independently usable as a surfljoard or ski Hie first sectifm has 
longitttdi&aliy-extendittg coastna fins 34 (Fig. 4; first paragraph on page 9) on its 
undoinde &t wiUistanding rugged or slow turns in wato* and air.

D. Whetber claims 33 and 37 were properiy r^ected unda 35 USC 103(a) as being 
mvatentable over eidier 2Sstl (DE4332216A) or dayton (US4,898,345) or Rock 
(US5,152,705) in view of Saghri (US5,498,184); and 

E. Whether the Examiner's refiisal, per the Advisory Action mailed 3/12/07, to eata the 
amendmoits proposed in Ae Amendment After Final dated 2/17A)7 and filed 2/20A)7, 
was prefer.

A. Claims 21-33, 38-42 and 44-Slwa-e ngtpn^lyr finally rejected under 35 USC 112, 
first paragraph, as fidling to comply with the written desciqrtion requirement 

Claims 21-33, 38-42 and 44-51 were finally rejected under 35 USC 112, first 
paragraph, as ftiling to comply with the written description requirement, die Examiner 
all^g that the "claim(8) contains subject matter which was not described m the 
spedfication m such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled m the relevant ait that 
die inventoi(sX at die tune die i^fication was filed, had possession of die claimed 
invention. Regarding claims 21, 28, 38 and 44, die subject tnatter 'derivmg its lift in 
fiiglit fiom forces lesuldng fiom its motion ihrou^ av*, as now amoided, is not 
supported by the origbal specification and dierefi>re, now constitute New Matter." 

Appellant uigesdutt "aifbome- means "deriving its lift in flight fiom fnrc^ 
mMnn iTOm to l^bmiajusf^ This is consistent widi Webster's New CoOegiate 
Dictionary Copyright (C) 1977 by G. C. Meiriam Co. definitions foi "airborne": "1. 
siq>ported wholly by aeroi^mic fiirces; 2. tnmsixxited by ak". Thus appellant submits 
diat die mveoticm was described m the Specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one ^ed mdie relevant art diat die mventQt(sX at the time die qypficatim 
was filed, had possession of the chimed kvention. Odierreferoicesinlhe l^tedfiucstism 
support diis mtetpretation of "airborne". 

AppeUant believes diat clahns 21-33, 38-42 and 44-5 1 coolly widi die written 
description requirement 

B. Chums 21-33, 38-42 and 44-51 w©:e ng| property finally rejected undo 35 USC 1 12, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite fi»r fiuling to patticuhuly pohit out and 
distmctly chdm the subject matter vMc^ qiplicam regards as the invattum. 

Claims 21-33, 38-42, and 44-51were finally rgected under 35 USC 1 12, second 
paragrqih, as bemg indefinite, the Examiner observing, inter alia, that regarding "claims 
2 1 , 28, 38, and 44, it is not clear wliedier the product derives its M in fli^ fi^om finces 
resttltii^ fiom its motion through air". i^ppeiUant mgrathat it is clear. Appellant's 
Specification uses the term "airborne" many times: it q>pears early, line 7 of page 3, in 
die statonent of die more specific object. M<neover, die claim phrase "derives its lift m 



fliglit from forces resulting from its motioii tfanrng^ air" accords witli Webster's New 
Collegiate Dictionary, Cqiyright 6 1977 by O. & C. Merriam Co., definitions for 
"airborne": "1: siq^portedM^ioIly by awodynamic and ao-ostatic forces; 2: transported 
byair". The cUimed product doives its M in ffig^ from forces resulting from its 
throus^air. 

R^arding claim 28, die Examiner observed that "it is not dear y/beOm die fias 
act as a ski when die thin fins extends inwardly from a sur&ce ofthe-mder rear aid and 
acts as a surfooard when die thin fills extends lon^tttdinaUy fi»m a anfice of the wider 
rearend." As set fordi in daim 28 of the Amendment dated Octdier 16, 2006 and filed 
October 1 8, 2006 (postcard rec^) : "and thm fins extending iqiwardly when used as a 
sid and downwardly ^^lien used as a suiflMard and kmptodinally ... ." 

IheExanuner also observed: "F^ntherfiti^pearsthat'dutareiq^wardly'vtiienlhe 
board is attadied*" is a method st^ and it is not dear how the phrase ftrdier structurally 
define the claimed eppatm^. ^pellant urges dut the limitatim requhes that the fins 
nmst extend iqnwardly'Miiai the board is attadied. This is a fonctiimal and structural 
statement, and beHeved proper. 

Ri^aiding claims 29-32 , the Examiner obsoved diat "it is not dtear how die 
limitadmi 'wh&t die board is attadied' findier stracturally limik die cUdm". Appellant 
urges that the chums forther structural limit die daiins by requiring that "the sur&ce 
that is iq»wardfyvi4ien the board is attadied to die recreational product", "hBSooatroi 
elenieiits on its upper sanftce fiir engagement by die rUex*. 

Ri^ardmg claim 34, the ^caminer observed that "the phrase 'for receivmg an 
attadiment rendering the body the wing of a recreational vdiide' is ccmfiiang". 
Appellant qiologizes for any ccmfoaon but believes the phraseology does say diat that 
the body is rendered "the wmg of a re(7eational vdiicle" when the bo^ "coitral rearward 
portion" receives an attadiment 

Regarding claim 41 , the Examiner observed that "it is not dear how the central 
longitudinal fin is connected". Oaim 38 specifies mter alia: "die first section having 
longitudinally-extending control fins on its underside for widistandmg rugged or dow 
turns m water and air". Claim 41 merely locates <mekingitttdinal fin. bis connected to 
the underade of die first section. 
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C. C3aiins 21-32, 34-36, 3»-42, and 44-51, woe ngl piqperiy i^ected under 35 USC 
102(b) as bang anticipated by wther Zistl (DE4332216A) or caayton (US 4,898,345) 
or Rock (US 5,152,705 

Claims 21-32, 34-36, 38-42 and 44-51 were rgected under 35 USC 102(b) as 
being anticipated by either of Zistl (DE4332216A) or Qayton (US Patent 4,898,345) or 
Rock (US Patent 5, 152,705). Reversal of the refection is beUeved proper. None of the 
r^erences teadi q>pd]anf s claimed mvemtitm. 

Zistl discloses a sailboard enq>loying variously-angled fins for stability m 
dififermt water conditions. 

Clayton discloses a skyboard for riding air cunrents (like suifooazds for riding 
waves of tile ocean). It has a pah of fitmt wmgs and a pah of rear wmgs on hs htteial 
sideSk a pah of fins on its undoade and a pah of foot or ^hoe binders on its upper sor&ce 
for the ridel's feet or shoes, it fonctions like a glider, except tiurt his guided by rider 
standing on h (Eke the snrfooard). Aparadmtemaybeattachedtoit, andtc^gg^edto 
save the skyboard during fiilling, for reuse. Theridormaywearaparaduitetosave 
himself m the evmt of trouble. The pah of fiont side wmgs and rear side wmgs may be 
removably attadied to die hrtetal ades of the skyboard, to fiiciBtate lianqNntatiott. 

Rock etongated discloses suifooards and wakeboards having downwardly 
extending sets of movable fins at theh fitmt and rear ends \Aaxk interact via water flow 
under the board to Iowa or raise the a&na. 

Chi die other hand, chum21 (and its dqraadent chums) is directed to a rider 
recreational product havmg a wmg section and a fosehige or tail section for skhnmmg on 
vat&t and flymg ihrou|^ the ah aorodynamically and sqiaiable into two sections, 
comprising a first section cimsdturing die wmg of the piodua and derivmg its fifi m 
flight fiom forces resuhmg fixim hs moticm throug|i ah and ind^endratly usable as a 
rideable element, and a second section consthutmg the foselage or tail se^on of die 
product and hulependently usable as a surfl)08nl or ski None of 2stl, Oayton, or Rock 
teach "a second section consthudng die fosehige or tail secthm of die product and 
mdqiaidentfy usable as a surfooard or sId", or ahonatively, "a first secdon consthudng 
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the wing of the product and daiving its M in flight ftom forces lesnlting from its motion 
through air and indqiendentfy usable as a rideable element". 

Thus claim 21 and its dependent claims 22-27 are patentable over eadi of 2Qstl, 
Clayton, and Rock, for several reasons each. 

Claim 34 (and its dependent claims) are dnected to a device comprising a thin, 
wide body usable as an aerodynamically-suppoitmg wing of a wateibome and aiibome 
recreational vehicle and mdependently as a rideable element, comprismg a central fiont 
end portion, a wide reaiward poittCHi, and a cmaA rearward portion havmg a rearward 
&dng opoimg for receivmg an attadmaoit rendering the body the wmg of a recreational 
vdiicle. None of zastl, Qayton, or Rock teach mter alia a body with a central rearward 

portion having a rearward fiicmg opening for recehdng an attadiment rendering the body 
the wing of a recreational vehicle. 

Thus, chums 34 (and its dq>endent claims 35-37) are patentable over each of 
Zistl, Clayton, and Rock. 

Claim 38 (and its dqiendent chums) are directed to a rider recreational product 
havmg a wmg and a fuselage or tail section.for skhnming on water and flymg through tiie 
air aoodynamically and sq>arable into two sectirais, comprismg a first section 
constituting die wmg of the produa and derivmg its lift m fiig^ fiom forces resuh^g 
from its motion Hhnm^ air and mdq}endentty usable as a rideable element, and a second 
section constituting the fosehige or tail section of the product and mdepoidemly usable as 

a smfooard or ski, tile first section having Icmgitudinally^extendmg control fins on its 
underside for witiistandmg rugged or slow turns hi water and or. None of Zisti, Cbyton, 
or Rode teach a two-section product comprish&g a first section constituting the vmg of tiie 
product and derivmg its lift in flight fiom forces resuhmg from its motion tiirou^ ah and 
mdependently usable as a rideable element, and a second section constituting the fiiselage 
or taflsectmofthe product and indqyendentiy usable as a suifiKMrd or ski Thechdms 
additionaUy distinguish by requhing the first section havmg longitndmally-extendmg 
control fins on its underade for witiistandmg rugged or slow tuns in water and air. 

Thus, chums 38 (and its dependent chums 39-42) are patentable over each of 
Ssti, Clayton, and Rock. 
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Claim 44 (and its d^dent claims) are directed to a rider recceational product 
having wings fi>r skimming on water and flying through air aerodynamically comprising 
first parts oonstitiiting the wings of tiie product and deriving its fift in fl%ht fiom forces 
resulting fit)m its motion through air and eogagmg llie water during damming on water. 
N(me of Zistl, Clayton, or Rockteadi a rider recreational product for simnming on water 
and flying thraugji ah* aaodynamically, ahme a product comprishig fifst parts 

constituting the wings of the product and deriving its lifl in flight fiom forces resultmg 
fiom its motion through air and mgagmg die water during skimming on water. 

Thus, claim 44 (and its dq>endent claims 45-51) are patentable over eadi o{ZM, 
Clayton, and Rock. 

Henc^ none of claims 21-32, 34-36, 38-42 and 44-51 are anticipated by any of 
Zistl or Clayton or Rode, and the Exanuner ^ouM be reversed. 

D. Cfaiims 33 and 37 were Bfil properly rgected under 35 use 103(8) as being 
unpatentable over either ZM (DE4332216A) or Clayton (US4,898,34S) or Rock 
(US5,152,705) in view of Sa^ (US5,498,184). 

Claims 33 and 37 were rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as bemg ui^ateatable over 
either Sstl (DE4332216A) or Clayton (US Patent 4,898^345) or Rock (US Patent 
5,152,705) in view of Sa^ (US Patent 5,498,184X the Exanuner stating tiiat "Sa^ 
teadies that it is well known to provide a recreational board with inflatable material", and 
that It would have been obvious [to] one having ordinary skUl m the art to use mflatable 
material as taught by Saghri for die device of either Hsd or dayton or Rock for the 
purpose ofconveniently storing the device when deflated". loitially, it should be noted 
that the base cUums 29 and 34 for dependent chums 33 and 37 are patentable over 2S8tl or 
Clayton or Rock, and diat SagM does not compensate for any of tben other deficiencies. 
Secondfy, Saghri does not teach that devices accordiqg to appefhaaHs claims 29 and 34 
can be satisfiiaorily n»dified for convenient^ storing tiie device w^en deflated. 

Thus, i^peHant believes that claims 33 and 37 are pataitable over either Zistl or 
Claytcm or Rock m view of SagM- 



E. The Exammei's lefbsal, per the Advisory Action mailed 3/12/07, to enter the 

amendments proposed in the Amendment After Final dated 2/17/07 and filed 2/20A)7, 
was improper. 

The Exammer should have entered the amendments proposed in die Amendment 
After Fmal dated 2/17/07 and filed 2/20/07. Appellant has been making a good fiith 
effort to pbce the qqplio^ m condition fi>r allowance, and believes that each ofhis 
efforts have been directed to improving die allowability of the appHcatian. The proposed 
amendments do not (a) "raise new issues that would require finther ctmslderation and/or 
search", and (b) raise the issue of new matter*. No true new matter is deemed to enst. 
Appellant urges that "airborne" means the same as file phrase "deriving its lift in flj^ 
fitom forces resulting fii>m its mofimi through air". 

I^thermore, matters fiutt appellam wished added to file chums afttf file Final 
sbould have been examined for allowability by the Examiner as they &ould have been 
searched earHer by fiie Exammer. 

The Ame n dmen t After Fmal dated 2/17/07 and filed 2/20/07 should be ordered 
entered.
